Response to Amendment 


The Amendment submitted by the Applicant on 27 May 2003 has been entered as part of the 
Application, Paper No. 11, and considered for purposes of this examination. 


Claims 1-76 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not disclose/teach a method of making a diode laser assembly as claimed. 
Specifically, Nakatsuka et al. (US 539651 1 ) lacks the combination of a 1 ) curved 
waveguide to reduce reflections fro an output facet and 2) an epitaxial structure that 
includes a tuneable laser/amplifier comprising first and second reflectors, a gain section, 
and a phase section as claimed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
